| T was not my mea- 
ning I muſt confeſſe 

Rb trulie (Good Chriſti- 
lan Reader) to haue 
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perfectiõ might ſeeme a A deale 
et forth ſo 
ſimple and ſlender an action vnto 
the view of wiſe and learned men, 
and partlie leaſt I might be codem- 
ned of manie.cither for want of diſ- 
cretion in not iudging of ſpirituall 
actions more maturely and ſoberly, 
or that I gaped after vaine glorie, 
which would condemne mee of 
reater follie among al Godlie me, 
t chieſlie for that I had no iuſt or 
good occaſion to induce me to the 
ſame. The cauſe therefore why it 
Nn IS 
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is come forth, in briefe was this. At 
the time I made my exhortation 
ublicklie in Chriſt his Church in 
Eds ,my wordes were no ſo- 
ner out of my mouth but a yong 
youth had penned my Sermon ver- 
batim by Characterie, an art newly 
inuented. It was this youthes plea- 
ſure, for the manifefting of his ſki 
in that ſwift kind of writing, to pub- 
liſh my Sermon in print, yet hone- 
ſtlie he came vnto me, to enforme 
me firſt of the matter. Hee was to 
mea meere ſtraunger, of whom, af- 
ter I had vnderſtood his intent and 
purpoſe, I craued reſpite to Tre 
of the matter before I would giue 
my conſent. I conſidered firſt of my 
| ele what mightbe thought or ſpo- 
ken, & rather I ſhould be eſteemed 
fooliſh and vainglorious thã to de- 
ſerue commendation of anie man. 
Secondlie that the youth did it but 
to ſnew his {kill and cunning in the 
a dexte- 
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ritie of his owne handewriting,and 
that it was not ſimply for the health 
of ſoules or ſpirituall profite of any 
man, and after I had debated thus 
to & fro with my ſelfe, Iwas de- 
termined to haue ſtaied his copie, 
and to haue let all alone. Vet remẽ- 
bring my ſelfe, that the workes of 
the Lorde are wonderful, and that 
he vſeth ſuch means for bringing of 
thinges to paſſe which are verie 
ſtrange and to me vnknowen, That 
the matter might perhaps beprofi- 
table vnto ſome, that whereas I be- 
ing but newly cõuerted, & of many 
ſuſdected for my ſynceritie in reli- 
gion, it might bee an occaſion to 
giue ſome farther teſtimonie then I 
haue done, and that ſome thinges 
it oy pleaſe the Lord to worke by 
this ſimple actiõ for the benefite of 
his Church, which vnto me was vn- 
knowen, I altered my purpoſe and 
intent, ſo far forth as I would *

beiudge of mine owne doing, but 
commit it to ſome other. I did write 
my letters therefore vnto a graue & 
learned man, I told him what had 
happened, and I ſet downe mine 
owne millike, for teare that thinges 
mightnotbe well & orderly done, 
ſubiecting my ſelfe and my matter 
vnto his vertuous, wiſe, and learned 
cenſure. It pleaſed him to returne 
me my copy again approued: what 
ſnould I do? ſhould I conceale it? ſo

deuout and penitent ſoule ſome 
comfort and profite. For thy ſake 
therefore (good Chriſtian Reader) 
who ſo euer thou art, without all o- 
ther reſpect I haue permitted this 
ſlẽder endeuor of mine to come to | 
light, in hope that although I may 
be ſubicet vnto blame of manie, yet

To teach them how they ought to

Exod. 20. hꝛought out of Egipt when the Deuils

Other ſome therkoꝛe (and they in my 
iudgement come neerer to the letter) 
thinke that theſe woꝛdes of our Saui⸗ 
our wer directly ſpoke vnto the Stribes 
and Phariſes, who ſceing #4 beholding 
the wonderfull miracles that our Lo2d 
and Sauiour had w2ought,and namely 
that notable miracle y is mentioned in 
this pꝛeſent Chapiter , of the man that . 
was both blind and dumb, out of whom ,. 
our Sauiour did caſt out a Deuill, and 
by the power of his Godhead made him 
both to [ce and to ſpeake, wherenpon 
the common multitude ſceing 4 behol- 
ding it,fozthwith glozified and magnifi- 
ed God, but the Scribes and Phariſes, 
who ought to haue had moze knowledge 
and vnderſfanding , became thereby 
moꝛe malitious andobſtinate, and theſe 
miracles that could not come but by the 
power ofthe Deuinitie, moſt blaſphe- 
mouſly they did attribute them to p20- 
ceede from the power of Sathan,ſaying 
that tyzough the power of Beelzebub Mark 
the pzince of deuils he did caſt out other . 
deuils. Whereuppon after Chziſt had 
defended him ſelfe and pꝛoued inuinci- 
B iy blp,

bly, the power ol his Godhead by an ar- 
n gument ot a kingdome deuided againlt 
it ſelle that it cannot long ſtand, x ther- 
of concluding, that if Sathan were de- 
uided againſt ®athan, then his kings 
dome could not ſtãd, but ſhonld in ſhozt 
time be conſumed and onerthzowen. In 
the ende he addeth theſe wozdes that A 
haue recited ſoꝛ my text, whereby hee 
p2oueth that thoſe miracles that he had 
w;ought amongſt them ſhould ſerue 
ſoꝛ their farder condemnation, and pꝛo⸗ 
ncth by that example ofan vncleane ſpi- 
rite going fo2th, bow he refurneth with 
moꝛe ſtrength backe againe, and repoſ- 
ſeſſing them from whom hee departed 
maketh their ende to be wozſe then the 
beginning, and therefo2e the concluſt- 
on was, that the ſtate of thoſe Scribes ex 
Phariſcs was now much wozſe than ik 
nomiracles had bin w2onght amongſt 
them 02 grace offered vnto them. 
Finally it is thought, 2 not vnp;obable, 
» that theſe our Sauioure his woꝛdes 


eee were particularlye directed vnto that 
man, out ot whom he had caſt the deuil. 
and ta whom hee had reitoꝛed both his

ſpecch and his ſight, that hauing recet- 
ued theſe benefites and araces at the 
Loꝛds handes, he ſhould not become ct» 
ther vngrafefulloz vnthankefull, oz by 
thinking himſelfe ſecure, line any thing 
the moꝛe looſely,but to walk befoze the 
Lo2d with al hamilitte ,feare and ctr- 
cumſpection, leaſt by ouermuch, negli⸗ 
gence 02 miſdemeanour the deuil ſhould 
returne backe againe, and ſo alleaging 
that exaple ſhould ſhew, that if it chann- 
ted ſo to fall out, his end would become 
much wozle then his beginning. The lf 
like caucat oz warning our Sauiour 10.5 v. 2. 
gaue vnto the diſealed man whom hee 
cured at the poole of Betheiſda, whom . 
hee finding in the temple ſaid vnto him, »erſc. 144 
behold thou art made whole: ſinne no 101 
moꝛe leaſt a wozſe thing come vnto 
thee. This caneat might alſo ſerue foz 
the ſtanders by, and may ſerue alſo fo2 
vs at this time, and make vs ſo much 
d moꝛe happie, if by other mens harms 
we can learne to beware. 

Mauing (as J think) ſaid ſo much as 
map be fo; the vnderſtanding ol p mea- 
ning of the letter, and of the end and 
B hifi ſcope 
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ſcope whereunto our Sauiour vttered 
the fozementioned wozdes. It reſteth 
now that fo2 our particular vtilitie and 
p2ofite that ſhall either heare oz reade 
them, wee may vnderſtand what bene- 
fite we are to take by them, and the be- 
nelite will be this, if we make it an ex⸗ 
ample vnto our ſelues, foz that it may 
ſerue verie wel,fo2 ſo much as there is 
none of vs all but haue receiued innu- 
merable benefites and graces at the 
Loꝛdes hands, moze then mind can cõ- 
ceaue,o2 tongue can vtter, foz all which 

ik we ſhould ſhew our ſelues vngrate- 

ful,as that man did, the Deuil hauing 

bin once alreadie by Gods grace caſt 

out of vs, might returne againe, and re- 

turning againe bzing other ſeauẽ wozle 

then hunſelfe, and then woe vnto cach 

of vs, foz our end ſhould be much wozſe 

then our beginning.

In the third J will ſhew 3 
bow ſtrongly he reentreth and maketh 
the place whereinto he is ſo entered his 
habitation oz dwelling place. Fourthly 4 
and laſtlie J will ſhew how the ende of 
that man ſorepoſſeſſed is wozle the the 
beginning, with the reaſonsand cauſes. 
As touching the firſt which is the de- Pia x. 
uils departure and his demeanour after 
he is departed, it is confeined in theſe 
woꝛdes. When an vnclean ſpirite is 
gon out of a man, he walketh drie & 
deſert places ſeeking reſt, and findeth 
none. In theſe woꝛdes is conteined 
both his departure x demeanour. Pow 
to come vnto euerie thing in oꝛder you 
mult firſt conſider what is ment by an 
vncleane ſpirite. This woꝛd ſpirite is 
in holp Sccipture indifferently taken, 
ſometime it ſignifieth the holie ſpirite 
which is the third perſon in Trinitie, 
ſome⸗ 
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ſometune it ſignificth the ſonle of man, 
ſometime the aire, oꝛ Þ life of any crea- 
ture. When ſo euer pou ſhall reade o: 
finde in holie ſcripture this woꝛd ſpirit, 
ſet downe ſimplte without any other 
woꝛd to expzelle the meaning therof, it 
1 is commonly tatken in the bett er part, 
Sal. 5. 22. ds When S. Paul in the 5. to the Gal.rec- 
| konoth vp the fraites of the ſpirite, na⸗ 
ming them, Charitie, Joy, Peace, and 
1 the like, it is ment there of the holie 
' Roms$.26 ſpirit. And in the 8. to the Rom. where 
he ſaith, the ſpirite helpeth our infirmi- 
tie, and the like; he meaneth aiſoof the 
holyſpirit. But being let down withhis 
adiectiue,the nature x qualitie of y adie⸗ 
tive wil hew what thing y-ubſfatine 
is; as when it is ſaid, holie ſpirit, god 
ſpirit, o2 the like. Likewiſe the Deuil 
who is p wicked ſpir ite is alwayes cers 
tainlp ſet down by his adiectine, as in þ 
+ Sarg. f. firſt of Sam. the 1 5.chap. it is ſaideſ entl 
v.15, ſpirit vered o2 tozmented Saul; wherby 
*. 12. is ment the Deuil. And likewile bere 
in this place our Sauiour naming an 
vncleane ſpirit, he meaneth the deuill. 


Now that wee vnder ſtand what ſpt- 
rite

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| ritis ſpoken ot oꝛ ment in this place, if 
followcth that we vnderſtand why hee 
is called vncleane. 
The Deuill being a ſpirit, as he is 
the creature of God hee was created in 
great excellencie, foꝛ there was nothing 
that the Loꝛd had made which he app20- 
ued not to be verie god, as mapappeare 
in the firſt of Geneſis, And eſpeciallie gn. f. 
the Angels who were ok all other crea- 1. 
tures the moſt noble. But Lucifer the 
chiefe of the Angels not being content 
with thoſe excellent giffes of nature 
which the Lozd had beſfowedon hun, 
but aſpiring vato the maieſtpe of God, x 
vlurping (as if were) the gloꝛie of his 
deuinitie, was therfoze wozthilic deiec⸗ 
ted, and ſo manie as conſented vnto 
him, t became of all creatures the moſt 
vile and abominable, not vile in nature 
but in condition and qualitie, fo being 
caſt downe into eternal miſerie himſelk 
irreparable without all redemption, he 
endeuoureth all that hee map to make 
man in as bad eſtate as him ſelfe, and 
that he can not do but in tempting him 
to ſinne: the which being a vile and an 


x Pet. 5.8. 
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abhominable thing in the aght ofths 
Loꝛd, and a thing molt impure and vn- 
clean vnbeſeeming the nature and con⸗ 
dition of Angell oz man, and foz that he 
laboureth continuallp, tempting vs to 
bing bs into this impuritp, the deuil 
is ſaid to be an vnclean ſpirite, vnclean 
(J ſap) by operation, not by creation. 
This vnclean ſpirite being departed 
krom a man. Jt followeth to know how 
and in what maner he departeth. Sure 
and certaine it is that the vncleane ſpi⸗ 
rit Sathan neuer departeth from man 
02. woman by his good will, foꝛ ſuch is 
the enuie and malice that hee beareth 
vnto man, that he neuer ceaſeth labou⸗ 
ring to bzing him vnto eternall deſtruc⸗ 
ti, as witneſleth S. Pet. in his firſt epiſt. 
5. Chap. ver ſe. 8. laping. Be peeſober 
t vigilant, foꝛ pour aduer ſarie the Des 
uil goeth about like a roaring Lion ſee⸗ 
king whom he may deuour, whom you 
mult reſiſt being ſtrong in faith: ſurely 
be goeth abont continuallie watching ? 
pꝛping where hee may get a pꝛap, and 
ſuch is the malice and hatred that hee 
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that he is created vnfo the image and 
ſimilitude of God, to poſſeſſe that place 

from whence hee is detected, and in re; 

ſpec ofthe curſe that was giuen him in Gen. 3. 
Paradiſe, and that it was told him that 

the ſeede of the woman ſhould bꝛuſe his 

hed, that he pzoſecuteth mankind with 

an implacable hatred, and ſeeketh to de⸗ 

ſtroy vs all that he can. By his good 

will therefoze he neuer departeth from 

vs, and hee tarieth oꝛ abideth with no 

man fo2 any goodnes , but to bꝛing him 

to milchiefe oz deſtruction. Euerie man 
therefoze that is in ſin, he is accompted 

fo poſſeſſe: fo ſo manie as are wilfull x 
obſtinate ſinners, thep are vnder the de⸗ 

uils ſubiedion. If any man be called 

from his ſinne by the grace and mercy 

of God and true repentance, then the 

deuil is ſaid to depart, which departure, 

(as J ſaid )it is not of the deuils accoꝛd, 
but by the fozce of Gods Spirite that 
erpelleth him by true repentance out of 
a ſinners hart; fo2 otherwiſe he would 
neuer depart: Andtherefoze Sathan,of - 

our Lo2d and Santour in holy ſcripture ,,,. ,. .. 
is called Inimicus homo, that is, the 23 

enemie 
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meme by a kinde of ſingularitie, foz 
that there is no enemie comparable vn- 
to him in hatred that ſeeketh the de ; 
ſtruction and loſſe of our bodie and ſoule 


fo2 euermoze , Pet as enuious as he is, 


and as malitious, he dwelleth no lon⸗ 
ger 02 abideth in vs moꝛe then wee re⸗ 
maine in ſin ſo ſoone as it pleaſeth the 
Loꝛd to cal vs by his grace vnto repen⸗ 
tãce, wil he, nil he. he mult depart away 
from vs, fo2 (ure and certaine it is, ac 
co2ding to the rules in Logick, two con⸗ 
traries can not agree at one time toge- 
ther in one ſubtect, but as vertue com; 


meth in, vice muſt goe out, and as grace 


appeareth,ſin fleeth, and where the ho- 
ty ſpirite taketh poſſeſſion, the vncleane 
ſpirite mult packe out. J followeth, 

When an vnclean ſpirite is gon out of 


a man, he walketh ,&c, 
ghHaetherto hath bin diſcuſſed ſo much 


as 3 thought neceſſarie foz the time ⁊ 
place, what the vncleane ſpirite is, hol 
he departcth from a man, if commeth 


now in oꝛder to ſhew, bis demeanour 


is to walke thꝛoughout dꝛie places. 


The way of Sathan thzough dꝛie 
places 
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places is but a metaphor taken from a 

d2ye ground wherein is no moiſture of 
water whereby it can peeld oz bzing 
fozth any fruite, foz as almichtie God 
bath his oꝛchard and vinepard thatbain- 
geth fooꝛth good fruit, ſo the deuil hath 
his oꝛchard and vineyard to bzing fozth 
fruite agreeable vnto his appetite. The 
_fruite that the denil gapeth after is noo⸗ 
ther but the ſpoile and deffrucion of 
man, which he pꝛoueth by his femptati- 
ons, and the coꝛruptions of our fleſh: ? 
firſt hee ſeeketh to deſtrop the ſoule of 
man, be ing ſure 5; if once he can come to 
the poſſeſſion ofthe ſoule that the bodie 
wil come after , e if by Gods mercie he 
be pꝛohibited that he can not hurt vs in 
ſouls, then he laboureth all that he can 
to plague and aflict vs in bodie, Ir he 
can not in bodie, then in our tempozall 
gods, ik not in our gods, then in any 
thing that belongeth to the helth t com- 
fozt of man, as birdes ofthe ap2e,fyſh:s 
inthe (ca, plantes, hearbes and trees, 
beaſts o2 any other cattel. And if by the 
permiſſion of God he be not ſuffered to 
hurt vs in any of theſe, the he is ſayd to 
walke 
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fo walke dꝛie and deſert places then, is 
in places where he can make no frutte: 
fo: all thoſe labours of his hee acounteth 
1 fruitles wherin he may dono maner of 
| © milchiece either to man him ſelfe, oz to 
1 the thinges that belong to man. And 
'S: thus you know now what it is to walk 
1 in dꝛie and deſert places. It followeth, 
1 Seeking reſt, and findeth none. 
4 What reſt thinke pou is that that the 
Deuill ſeeketh? Js it poſſible that Sas 
than the enemy of God, and moꝛtal ene⸗ 
my of man ſhouldhane any reff? doth 
he ſeeke to be reconciled vnto God, oꝛ to 
leaue tempting of man? can he euer ber 
at any reſt that carrieth alwaies his hel 
about him: no ſuch matter. The reſt p 
Sathan ſerketh is no moze then how hee 
may accompliſh his malitious minde, g 
put his deuiliſh p2actices in execution: 
Euen as a man that is ginen to wzath 
and enuie, who neuer is at quiet vntill 
he haue reuenged himſelle, oz ſhewen 
his malice vpon him that he perſecuted 
with hatred, and then he ſermeth in that 
degree to be at reſt, ſo is the Deuil is ac⸗ 
counted to be af reſt when hee bath 
bought 
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b2oucht his malitious minde vato any 
deuiliſh accompliſhmet o2 execution: ſo 
manie ſoules as the Deutll can b2ing . 
bp any wicked ſucgeſtion o2 ſyniſter 
means vnto deffrucion,ſo much mpſ- 
chiefe as he may vifer againſt anp man 
oꝛ woman, ſo much reſt he taketh in 
the accompliſhment of his wil, although 
otherwiſe he ſuſteine grieuous toꝛmets 
and puniſhment at the Lo2ds handes 
fo2 the ſame, wherefoze euerie man o: 
woman is here to take h&xde that they 
make not them ſelues like vnto the De- 
uil in this point, as all they vndoubted⸗ 
lie do that do beare with themſelues re⸗ 
uenging mindes, and neuer are at qui⸗ 
et vntil they trouble oꝛ ver their neigh⸗ 
bour , 02 haue taken reuengement on 
their enemie, who ſo euer doth ſo, 
doubtleſſe hee ſheweth himſelſe to bee 
the childe of Sathan , and if hee ſ&ke, 
after Sathan fo2 ſuch reſt, he ſhall haue 
that reſt that Sathan hath that is, to be 
tozmentfed with the tnfollerable pains 
of hell fire foꝛ euermoze, and neuer ſhal 
he come to anp other reſt, much lelle vn- 


to that reſt that is pꝛepared foz the chil - 
C dꝛen 
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dꝛen of God ta liue and remain in efer- 
nall bliſle loꝛ euermoꝛe. And thus much 


of Sathans departure and his demea⸗ 


nour in leeking reſt and finding none. 
It followeth, 

Then he faith, Iwill returne into my 
houſe from whence Icame out, and 
when he is come, he findeth it emptie, 
{wept and garniſhed. 

This is the ſecond part wherein J 
pur poſed to note vnto you the pꝛeſump⸗ 
tion of the Deuils returne, ſaying 1 
will returne into my houſe from whece 
A came:and when he is come what cau⸗ 
ſes he findeth to fozce him make a reen⸗ 
trie, and they are thꝛee, namelie, that 
the houſe is emptie, that it is ſwept, and 
garniſhed. J wil entreat bzicflie of eue- 
ry point in oꝛder. ö 

Firſt the Deal hauing departed and 


Watltzed d2te and deſert places, ſeking 


reſt and finding none, he ſayth that her 
wil return vnto y houſe fromwhence he 
came. Here is to be noted the boldnes & 
the malice of Sathan, let him be erpel- 
led and repulſed neuer ſo much, pet bee 
will returne againe: whereby we are 
taught 
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taught neuer to be fo ſecure 02 voide 
of feare , but al waies to and vpon our 
gard, foꝛ as faſt as one temptatid goeth, 
an other commeth , ſo ſone as one miſe⸗ 

rie is paſſed, foꝛthwith commeth an o- 

ther, a man neuer remaineth (as Iob 100, £ 
ſaith)longi in one eſtate, but now are we *. 
merie, and by and by ſad, now rich, then 

poꝛe, now fre, by and by opp2eſſed with 
temptation againe. J wil returne(ſaith 

he) vnto my houſe from whece J came. 

The ſoule of that man oꝛ woman that 

the Deuil poſleſled foz ſin, and by grace 

was expelled out, the deuil calleth his 

houſe, not his pꝛoperlie by creation, foz 

ſo euery man oꝛ woman is pꝛoperly the lil. 
Lozds, foz hee hath made vs, and not 

we our ſelues:but the Deuil calleth the 

ſoule of a ſinner his houſe by poſſeſſion, 

fo2 ſo long as we remaine in the eſtate 

of grace, wer are the childꝛen of God, 

and our bodies are the temples of the 

holy Ghoſt, but fo ſone as wee giue our 

ſelues ouer vnto ſin, fozthwith we be- 

come the ſlaues of Sathan, and our bo⸗ 

dies are made un habitatio and a recep- 


tacle fo: Deuils. Here would be noted 
Cy the 
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the dignitie of man oz woman that fea- 
rethy Lo2d and v walketh in his waies 
how he is the temple of the holy Ghoſt. 
and the indignitie of euerie ſinner that 
maketh him ſelfe the bondllaue of Sa⸗ 
than, and a receptacle of foule and vn⸗ 
clane ſpirites. I will goe into my houſe 
from whence I came out. The Deuill 
deſireth rather to goe vnto his owne 
houſe that he poſſeſſed befoꝛe, then to a 
ſtrange houſe which befoze was none 
ol his: euery wicked ſpirite hath his 
pꝛoper houſe, (he ſpir ite of pꝛide he har- 
boureth in the pꝛoud man, the ſpirite of 
Enuie in the enuious man, the ſpirit of 
Glotonp and dꝛonkennes in the Gloton 
oꝛ dꝛonkard, the ſpirite of vncleannes in 
the vnchaſt and fleſhly man, the ſpirite 
of couetouſnes in the couetous man and 
vſurer, and {o conſequently euerp ſinne 
hath his p2oper and pecultar ſpirite. 
Now when he ſaith; I wil goe into my 
houſe from whence I came, Cuery ſpi⸗ 
rite ſecketh to goe into his owne houſe, 
info that houſe whereof in ſo2mer time 
he had paſſeſſton , out of the which hou- 
les , that is, out ofthe ſoules of ſinners, 
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theſe foule and vncleane ſpirites by the 
mercie of God haue bin caſt out, ſome 
of Glotfons and Dꝛonkardes, being 
made ſober and temperate, ſome of en⸗ 
uious men being made merke and cha- 
ritable, ſome of pzowde men being 
made humble, ſome of foꝛnicatours and 
adulterers being now made chaft,ſome 
of couetous perſons being made liberal 
and charitable, and ſo of the lige. 
Thus haue you heard the Deuils bold⸗ 
nes and pꝛeſumption, to put you in a 
warines and god caution, now let vs 
come to the cauſes that he findethfo2 his 
reentrance. 
After that the vncleane ſpirite was re- 
turned, hee founde his houſe emptie, 
{wept & garniſhed. Thꝛè cauſes ſuł⸗ 
ficient fo make him make reentrance, 
he watchedhis time and opoꝛtunitp, ⁊ lo 
ſon as any occaſion was giut, he plieth 
him, he loſeth it not, but takes itfoꝛ his 
molt aduantage. It ſtandeth therfoze 
deerely beloned vs vppon fo haue a vi- 
gilant and watchfull eie vnto all the 
partes of our ſoule, to rule and gouerne 
well all the ſences ol our bodie, all the 
C ii motions 
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motions and deſtres of the minde, and 
eſpecially to pꝛeſerue our hart pure and 
cleane from the conſenting vnto any 
toꝛruption 02 ſinne. Omni cuſtodia 
cuſtodi cor tuum ( ſaith Salomon) quia 


ex ipſo vita procedit: Mith all diligece 


kepe wel thy hart, foꝛ out of it pꝛoce · 
deth life. Thꝛe cauſes oz occaſions 
the vnclean ſpirit foũd out in this wꝛet⸗ 
ched perſon which gaue him means to 
reenter againe. The firſt wherof was, 
fo2 that he found his houſe emptie. The 
ſoule of that man from whom Sathan 
was expelled remained empty: what is 
it to be empty? To be emptie is to bee 
voide of faith, and he that is empty and 
void of faith, it can not be but he muſt 
be emptie alſo of al god woꝛkes. Foz J 
do not here diſtinguiſh faith from god 
works, as the Papiſtes commonly do, 


foꝛz when J ſpeake of faith J meane a 


iuſtifping faith which can not be with- 
out god woꝛkes, no moze then life can 
remaine in a mans bodie without a 


ſoule. meane not a dead faith, oꝛ a de- 


uiliſh faith, ſuch a faith as S. Iames doth 
mention in his Epiſt. This iuſtifping 
faith 
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faith (A ſap) who ſo euer hath not, hee is 
emptie no doubt of all godnes, + withs 
out that faith as S. Paul ſaith 1 1. to the "i 
Hebr. verſ.6. It is impoſſible to pleaſe Heb.1:.6. 8 
God. This emptineſſe of faith and con⸗ 8 
ſcquently ot all god wozkes, pꝛoceedeth 
of a kind of idlenes which is the mother 
and nurſe of all kinde of miſchicfe, and 
him J account to bee idle, that is not 
well occupied, fo2 all ſuch as occupye 
themſelues in vaine and triſlinge buſi⸗ 
nes, as in car ding, dicing, vnlawfull 
gamings 02 Exerciſes, (bnleſle it be fo2 
an honeſt c moderat recreation) J ſay) 
thoſe labours are no better the idlenes, 
fo2 that they be childiſh, there is no pꝛo⸗ 
fit in them. And ſuch actions oz labours 
which conteine in the manifeſt and aps 
parant euil, 3 ſay fhoſe are deutlliſh, F 
woꝛſe then if a ma werechildiſhlp occu- 
piedoꝛ ydle altogether. That ma oꝛ wo- 
man that wanteth a true and perfect 
faith,y is fruitful by god wozks,can ne⸗ 
uer be wel occupied. It is not inough foz 
a man by faith to appꝛehend Chꝛiſt Jes 
ſus our Sauiour, as he is mercifull, as 
he hath redemed vs, and payd foz vs 
C iy the 
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p pꝛite ofour redeptzon, but we muſk ap 
2chend him alſo as he is iuſt, as he ha⸗ 
teth ſin, cructfiing it in his owne fleſh, 
and confining it in vs, and vs fo2 ſin: 
we muſt appꝛehend him as he is riſen 
againe from death to life, with whom 
wer mult alſo ariſe againe from death 
to life, by dying to the world, and liuing 
vnto him by cruciiping old Adam with 
all his concupiſcentes, and putting on 
5 new, in iuſtice and righteouſnes, ſoz 
he that is not partaker ol the fir ſt reſur⸗ 
rection , which is to riſe fromm inne to 
grace, ſhall neuer be partaker cf the ſe⸗ 
cond, to riſe from death to euerlaſting 
life. Let vs not therefoze deceaue our 
ſclucs with the bare name and title of 
faith, but let vs rather as Peter ſayth, 
by god wo;kes endeuour to make our 
vocation and election certaine. Let vs 
al waies be woꝛking and labouring like 
god and paiuſull ſeruantes in the vine⸗ 
yard of the Loꝛd, enery man in his vos 
cation. That we ſhould ſo do, we are 
admontthed by that wekly labour that 
the childꝛen of Iſrael had in the deſert, 
where cucry day by the commaunde- 
ment 
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ment of the Lozd they were comaunded 
fo gather Manna, onely the Sabaoth £*94. 16. 
they ſhould ref#. Surely ſo with vs, we 
ought all the werke daies of this our pil⸗ 
grimage, + ſhoꝛt and tranſitoꝛie life to 
be gathering of Manna, ol ſpiritual fwd 
foꝛ out ſoules: ſo long as we remain in 
this woꝛld we muſt not be Idle, noꝛ [&k 
loꝛ any reſt. vntil our Sabaoth cometh, 
which is the day of our iopful reſurrec- 
tion, when as with bodie and ſoule wer 
ſhall remaine in the Kingdome of our 
Father loꝛ euermoꝛe, there weſhal reſt, 
and then we ſhal reſt, and not befoze. 
The ſecond cauſe that moued Sathan 
to make reentrance was, foꝛ that he 
found his houſe ſwept,and as our Text 
hath it, it was ſwept with a Beſom. 
A houſe that hath bin long vnlwept and 
contracted great coꝛruption, it is impoſ⸗ 
ſible with a Beſom ſweeping it to make 
it cleane, ſoꝛ the dyꝛt and filth being ba- 
kedon the ground, and hardned, is not 
ſo eaſily taken awap, in ſuch a caſe it is 
necelarie and requiſite, that a man vſe 
the helpe of a paring-knife , oꝛ a ſcra- 
ping- iron, foꝛ ił a man do but ſuperſici- 
ciallp 
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cially ſwerpe it with a bꝛome, aſſuredly 
it will be lifle the better. Cuen ſo it fas 
reth with the ſoule of a ſinner : how 
many ſinnes by long continuance haue 
we contracted in our houſe? ho w many 
wayes haue we defiled our ſelue es with 
vile and filthy thoughtes 2 how many 
foule and vnſauerie wo2des haue wee 
bꝛeathed out of our mouthes, to argue 
the vncleanes of our Soules within? 
how many lewd and abominable actes 
haue we dailp committed, and do com- 
mit from time to time? and do we think 
with a lleight and ſmall repentance to 
be pardoned and foꝛgiuen? do we think 
by knocking once oz twice vppon our 
bꝛeaſt, and laying » L02d fozgiue mee, 
. Loꝛd haue mercie vpon me, our ſinnes 
[is ſhall be remitted and taken cleane a- 
It wap? What ſhould then that noble 

Eat. zs. v., king Ezechias mean when her lap ſicke 
0.15. ol an infrmitie, ſo to crie out, and ſap, 
in the moitie of my peares, J will deſ- 
cend into the graue, and to ſay that her 
would call to remebzance all his peres 

. in the bitternes of his ſoule? Mhat 
1 | Pl 51.y ment the Pꝛophet Dauidd, after hee had 

1 com⸗ 
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committed adulterp, to crie out, and lay, 
Haue mercie on me O God accoꝛding 
to thy great mercie? And in another 
place to ſay, J haue laboured in ſighing, 7 
A ſhal waſh my bed euerie night, and 
water my Couch with tears. Such and 
the like ſignes of repentance vſed this 
noble King and Prophet. Mhat ma⸗ 
ner of repentance was that ol Magda- 
len, ſher entered into Simon the 
Pharyles houſe , bathed our Sauiour 
his feete with teares, and waſhed them 
with the hatrs of her head? © Lozd 
how farre are we in thele dates from 
this ſozrow foz our finnes? We thinke 
it inough if we crie once vnto the Lozd 


foꝛ mercie, we neuer ſtudie to take re- 


uenge of ſinne in our owne fleſh, we are 
not minded with the Niniuites to repẽt 
in Sackcloth and Aches when as our 
ſinnes are no leſſe grieuous then theirs, 
and as many in number, ik not moꝛe. 
Tee thinke perhaps that Chꝛiſt moc⸗ 
ked, when he laid: confend ver to enter 
in at the narrow gate, foz many (J lay ., 
vnto pou )ſhal ſcek to enter in # cannot: 


02 that he ſpake not in earneſt when bee 
ſapd 
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A fruitfull Sermon. 
ſaid: The Ringdome of Heauen ſuffe- 
reth violence, and they that get it, muſt 
get it by violence. J know not ſarely 
bow we pꝛadiſe now a daies to get hea⸗ 
uen by violece, vnleſſe eating and dzin⸗ 
king, banqueting, and ſpozting, daun⸗ 
ling, and biſing, wearing, and ſtaring, 
bee violence. Ik this violence, oz the 
like kinde would get heauen, perhaps | 
a number ſhould come to Heauen, who 
fo; vſing the lame ſhall be aſſured ne- 
uer to come there, but violently to bee 
th2uſtintfo hel where they ſhal remaine 
and abide fo2 euermoze. 
There be many now a dapes when 
they are repꝛehended of ſinne, and per- 
{waved fo holines of life, can be content 
to ſap it is a gòd thing, it is meete it 
ſhould be ſo, but to ſtudie as they ſhould 
amendment of their lines, to piucke ſin 


by the rotes out of their hart, there are 


few that will do ſo, Let a man cut 
his haire neuer ſo ſhozte, pet in ſhoꝛt 
time it wil grow long againe, and why? 
ſurely there is no other reaſen , but foz 
that the rotes be left in the ſkull ſtil, ſo 
let vs clip our ſinnes neuer ſo ſhoꝛt, and 

lwepe 
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ſwerp our houſes neuer ſo much, vnles 
wee pluck vp the rotes, and pare away 
the dirt with a ſharpe paring iron, it 
will be neuer the better, in ſhozt time 
ail thinges will returne vnto their fo2- 
mer lothſomnes againe . And this is 
the ſecond cauſe o2 occaſion of the deuils 
reentrance when he findeth our houſes 
but ſwept . It followeth, 
And he findeth his houſe garniſhed. 
This is the third and laſt cauſe that 
moueth Sathan to make reentrance ei- 
ther into man oꝛ woman, namely whe 
he findeth his houſe garniſhed. This 
garniſhing ol the houſe is no moꝛe but 
the coꝛrupt affecttons and deſire of ſin, 
Which remaine £111 in the hart of man 
oz woman, although the ſinne be done 
away, which is an occaſion of returning 
oꝛ falling againe vnto ſinne ſo ſone as 
any cauſe of inning ſhalbe offered, And 
therofoze Saint Paul, to pꝛeuent this 
milchiefe, exhoꝛteth vs not onely to ab- 
ſtaine from euil, but from all occaſton oz 
ſhew of euill. Fo2 it is not inough foz 
aman to abſtaine from the out ward act 
of ſinne, vnlelſe he moztific in himſelle 
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the in ward deſtre and affection; fo2 if he 
entertaine and nouriſh that, no doubt at 
one time 02 other he wil come to the ac- 
compliſhment , and that is a ſufficienf 
garniſhing foz fo inuite the Deuill to 


make a reentrance. A notable example 
of this matter J may p20duce out of 
Exodus, of Pharao King of Egipt, who 
hauing kept the childꝛen of Iſrael a lõg 
time in his ſubiection, at what time that 
Moſes was ſent by the Lozd to moue 
Pharao foz their departure out of his 
Countrep, vnto the deſert, Pharao be- 
ing loth to fo2zgoe ſo great a multitude, 
whom he vled as llaues in al ſeruile la- 
bours, reſiſted a long time, vntil at 5ᷣ laſt 
being ter riſied by ſundꝛie plagues that 
the Loꝛd ſent vpon him, he called Mo- 
ſes and Aaron vnto him in the end, ſap⸗ 
ing. Ite & ſacrificate Domino Deo ve- 
ſtro, oues tantum veſtræ, & armen- 
ta remaneant, paruuli veſtri eant vo- 
biſcum, Go pee (faith he) and ſacri⸗ 
fice pee vnto the Lo2d your God, x take 
your litle Childzen with vou. Let onely 
pour ſherpe and cattel remaine behind. 

What was Pharaos meaning in this, 

thinke 
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thinke you? Mad he ſuch a deſire ofthe 
ſhepe and cattell that he eſtermed them 
moꝛe then the Iſraelites themſelues: 
no verilie, he was a P2ince and a king, 
and of the Jſraelites nods he ffod in no 
neede, but he had a far der meaning and 
that was this, he thought the Jſraelites 
had couetous mindes, and that when 
they ſhould come info the deſert, and 
finde the want of neceſſaric pꝛouiſion, 
and bee pinched with penurie, they 
ſhoulde remember their Cattell that 
they leff behinde them in Egypt, and 
thereby bee mooued to come backe a- 
gaine, the which Pharao thought her 
might eaſily bꝛing to paſſe, if he might 
reſerue ſtill in his handes, but ſuch a 
pawne. 

This was the d21ft and purpoſe of Pha- 
r40 : euen ſo it fareth with Sathan and 
a ſinner, the ſinner whom Sathan a 
long time hath had in ſubiecton , ik by 
Moſes & Aaron he be tommaũded to de⸗ 
part out of Egipt, that is, if by p pꝛea⸗ 
chers ol Gods woꝛd be moued to ſoꝛſake 
his ſinne, and to trauell into the deſert 
of repentance, Sathan is loth he ſhould

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goe, and hardly he will let him deparf, 
vnleſle the Loꝛd do plague Sathan, that 
is by giuing ſuch grace and ſtrength vn⸗ 
to the ſinner , that maugre Sathans 
ſpight , he will deſiſt from ſinne, he will 
frame himſelle vnto an exchange of life, 
hee will frequent the Church, heare 
Gods woꝛd, read Gods wo2d, conuerſe 
amog god & godlie perſons of whom he 
map be infkructed, learned, and taught: 
ail which thinges although Sathan bee 
loth he ſhould do as by experience each 
of vs map finde in our ſelues how loth 
Sathan is that we ſhould ſerueß Lo2d, 
oꝛ be at any time wel 5 vertuonuſly occu⸗ 
pied, and lapeth all the impedimentes 
and blockes in our way that he can to 
make vs deſiſt and leaue of our good 
purpoſe and intent, vet (A (ay) when he 
ſeeth there is no other remedy, but that 
the grace ol the Loꝛd is ſo ſtrong in vs 
that we bꝛeak the Deuils bonds a ſun⸗ 
der, and that we releaſe our ſelues out 
of his bõdage whether her wil oꝛ not, he 
can be content then with Pharao to ſap. 
Ite, & ſacrificate Domino Deo ve- 
ſtro. &c. 
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Goe pee, and Dacrifice ye vnto the 


Lo2zd pour God, hee can bee content 


we ſhould come to the Church, hear the 


houſes, calke of it at our tables, and the 


like: onely he craueth at our handes but 


a pawn, that is, that we leaue our ſhep 
and catfell behinde vs with him in ker⸗ 
ping, that is, that we retayne till but 
the affection and deſireof ſinne, that wee 
would retaine but in our memoꝛie the 
pleaſures that we had in the world, that 
when we are in the deſert, the remem⸗ 
bꝛante of y turpitudes ot our fleſh, may 


like dogges vnto our vomits . 
But (derely beloued) in this caſe we 
mult anſwere @athi as Moſes anſwe- 
red Pharao, Cuncti greges pergent no- 
biſcum: non remanebit ex eis vngula. 
All our cattel ſhal goe with vs, we wil 
not leaue behind vs fo much as an hot. 
So muſt we anlwere the Deuil in the 
ac of our repentance , that wee wil re⸗ 
turne vnto the Lo2d with al dur hartes, 
with all our mindes, with al our ſoules, 


we will ſerue him With our bodies, 
lines 


woꝛd pꝛeached, read it at home in our 


bzing vs backe againe as S. peter ſayth 2 Pet. 2.22 
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60 lines and godes, all our cattel, that i, 
15 all our deſires and affections ſhall gore 
N with vs, we will not leaue ſo much as 
1 ! a hofe in the wozld, ſo much as a deſire 
11 to returne backe againe vnto lin, which. 
141 we purpoſe to foꝛ ſake, vnleſſe it happen 
4] 68.19.25 to vs as it happened vuto Lots wife, to 
11 be ftransfo2med into a ſalt ſtone. Wha 
ſoener ſhall do this, bee ſhall kepe his 
1 ſoule vngarniſhed, and the Deuil by 
111 that occaſion ſhall neuer finde means to 
130 make reentrãce, the which the Lozd foz 
his mercy grant vs grace that we may 
perfozme.

Let vs take Hade therefoze 
derelp beloued, how wee behaue our 
ſelues after that we haue receiued the 
grace ot Gad, leaſt fo2 our ingratitude &

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then him ſelfe, they are counted wozſe,

to an other that ſhall bzing fozth better 
fruite. To come to my Text, that it is 
ſaid, that he taketh ſeauen ſpirits wozſe 


ter malice foſ&ke the deſtruction of the 
ſoule of man. In that henameth a nij- 
ber of 7. I ſuppoſe the Cuangeliſt mea- 
neth a number of perfection, that is to 
to wit, the Deuil returneth with an ab; 
ſolute power, foꝛ vnder this number 7. 
all power that the Deuil can vſe is con⸗ 
teined. So we reade that Marie Mag- 
dalene was poſſeſſed with 7. ſpirites, £ 
that our Sauiour caſt out of her ſeauen 


So that the number of 7. impozteth 
that Sathan if he come back and repolſ- 
ſelſe either man oꝛ woman againe , hee 
will omitte no occaſion fo hinder them 
that they ſhall neuer returne vnto God 
againe , and therefoze the matter is 
moſt daungerous and diligently to bee 
loked vnto . And where it is ſaid in our 
text that all theſe ſpirites doe enter in 
and dwel there. You muſt I 
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how and in what maner the deuildwel⸗ 
leth in a bodie, he doth not dwell as the 
Philoſophers ſay, tanquam corpus lo- 
catũ in loco, as a body placed in a place 
fo2 the Deuils are ſpirites, and not con⸗ 
teined in any place. Noz yettanquam 
forma in materia, as the ſoule of a man 
doth dwell in a bodie. Foz the Deuil is 
a ſimple ſubſtance of himſelfe, and not 
compoſed 02 iopned to any matter, buf 
the Deuils dwelling is onely by bis 
power oꝛ operation: where he hath po⸗ 
wer, there he erercyſeth his ſtrength, x 
there he is ſaid to dwel. The Loꝛd defed 
vs from his power, and that be dwell 
not ſo among vs. 

A haue bin fo long J feare me in my 
fozmer partes, 3 wil now haſten to the 
fourth and laſt part, 4 ſo make an end.

himſelle, auoiding as nere as he can all 
occaſions and cauſes of ſin, but leauing 
his houſe emptie, that is, his ſoule void 
of a true faith, and god wozkes, t that 
fo2 all his abhominable ſinnes that hes 
bath committed, hee hath but (wept his 
houſe, that is, made a ſuperficial (020w 
o repentance fo2 his ſinnes, and that 
which is woꝛſe, leaueth his houſe gar- 
niched, that is, tetainethſtil the remem- 
b2ance , defire, + affection of his foz mer 
toncupiſtence: bnfo ſuch a man Hathan 
doth ſone returne againe, and in retur⸗ 
ning he bꝛingeth ſeauen wozle ſpirifes 
then himſelke, and they enter in and 
dwel there, then it can not be, accoꝛding 
unto our Sauidur his teſtimonte but 
that the end of that man mult bee wozle 
then his beginning. 

Ahe refoꝛe that you may vnderſfand 
how much wozle the ate of that man 
ſhall be in the end, it ſhall not be amiſſe 
if you know how bad the eſtate ol a ſin- 
ner is in the beginning. And that ou 
map the better vg of the vilenes and 
nd 
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. defo2mitte of the firſt ſinne J know not 
which way J may make you to com- 
2ehfd it better then to lay befo2e pour 
ries the excellencieof vertue. Foz cues 
ry thing( as h Philoſopher ſaith) is beſt 
knowen being compared by his contra- 
rie, What man is he that can tel the 
commoditie of health ſo well as he that 
hath bin afflicted w ſcknes? oz who kno 
weth ſo wel the lwertnes of libertie as 
he that hath had erperifce of captinity? 
To know therefo:e the vilenes of an e⸗ 
uil thing, we mult conſider the nature 
and condition of a god thing, fo2 the de- 
kozmitie of a croked line will appeare 
beſt if it be meaſured by a right rule oꝛ 
ſquare . The Philoſophers defpned 
that there was nothing that could be 
god which had not all, oz at leaſt one of 
theſe thz& pꝛoperties, that is, if it were 
not honeſt, pꝛolitable oꝛ delightfull, and 
although the wiſer ſozt of them defined 
certainly, that nothing could bee god 
that was not honeſt, pet thing which 
in his owne nature is not honeſt, if 
it be either delightfall oz profitable, it 
rarieth at y leaſt a reſemblance of gov- 
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nes. And thereofit commeth, that no 
man would committe any ſinne, but 5 
it caryeth ſome ſhew of godnes: foz al⸗ 
though ſyn in the iudgement of p come 
mitter bee no honeſt thing, vet be iud⸗ 
geth it at the leaſt to be either pꝛoñtable 
o2 delightfull, oꝛ elſe hee would neuer 
do it. The foꝛnicatour oz adulterer he 
knoweth þ ſinnes of the fleſh, p they are 
not honeſt, pet he thinketh them delite⸗ 
full. The vſurer oz couetous man he 
knoweth, that bꝛiberie and extoztion is 
nought and not honeſt, pet he thinketh 
it p2ofitable - So that J ſap, euerie fin 
that the ſinner commiteth he doth it vn⸗ 
der the colour of ſome god , oꝛ elſe hee 
would neuer do if. Godnes therefoze 
in it ſelfe canot be but an excellẽt thing. 
And loke how much the moze it doth 
participate of all the thz& p2operties 5 
is to wit, honeſty, p2ofite , and delight, 
ſo much better it muſt be. Uertue ther- 
foze is an excellent thing, foꝛ it is both 
honeſt, pꝛofitable, and delightfull. And 
that thing what ſoeuer it be that is moſt 
honeſt, moſt pꝛofitable, and moſt delite- 
full, muſt needes be moſt excellent + be 
that 


* 
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that which is called Summum bonum, 
the chiefeſt god, which all men natu⸗ 
rally do deſire. And whois molt honeſt, 
moſt pꝛofitable and moſt delightful,but 
onely Gsd: God therefoze is ſummum 
bonum, the end that euerie man ought 
to ſeek, and (ſuch an end, that he that fin- 
deth it ſhall be bleſſed foꝛ ener moꝛe. 
Now at the laſt wee halle found out 
our rule and ſquare of godnes to mea⸗ 
ſure the crokedneſſe of vice, and to ſe& 
the defo2mity thereof. As the thing that 
is moſt honeft , moſt p2ofitable , 4 moſt 
delightful is moſt god. That thing that 
is oppoſite and contrarie vnto the greas 
teſt god, mult needes be the greateſt e; 
uill. That thing that depꝛiueth a man 
o2 woman from the greateſt god of all 
other, which is God, mult nedes be the 
_ greateſt of all euils, and that euil is cal- 
led ſinne: foꝛ ſin depꝛiueth a man ok the 
chiefeſt god, which is God, and therloꝛe 
ſinne muſt be the greateſt euill of all o- 
ther. Mill you ſ& how ſin is oppoſite 
and contrarie vnto the th:& pꝛoperties 
of god, (and ſo by conſequence vnto 


God)namely vnto honeſtie, pꝛolite, and 
delite,

delite, then giue you me leaue alitle fo 
examine each pꝛopertie apart, and with 
patience and attention harken what J 
ſhal ſay. : 
Firſt of all, Sin, as the Philoſophers 
define it, being no poſitiue thing but a 
pꝛiuation 02 taking away, it is as much 
to ſay , it hath in it nothing that is god, 
but taketh from a man all that is god. 
And the chiefeſt pzoperty wherein god · 
nes conſtſteth, and without the which 
there can indeede be no godnes, is ho- 
neſtie, and that ſinne depꝛiueth a man 
of, foꝛ ſin in his owne nature is ſhame- 
ful and oppoſit vnto honeſtp, in ſo much 
as it is wꝛitten, Qui male agit, odit 
lucem. He that doth cuil, he hateth the 
light. Sinne is a wozke of darknes, 
it feareth to be ſeene, it is loth to come 
to the light, it ſeckketh darke plates, and 
ſecret toꝛners. Examples of this mat- 
fer we haue great ſtoꝛe;euerie man can 
witnes it in his own conſcience. Adam 
bo ſone as he had ſinned in Paradice, e 
that he ſawe himſelle fo be naked, was 
he not aſhamed: did he not hide himlelfe 
from the pꝛeſence of the Loꝛd: What

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ſhall we ſay of Dauid, that after he had 
committed adultery with Bethſabe, in 

ſending foz Vrias home, in pꝛocuring 
him to goe home to lcepe with his wife, 
in giuing him meat and dꝛinke apt foz 
that purpoſe, was it foz any other thing 
but that he was aſhamed of his fact , he 
would faine haue had the matter cone- 
red, but it would not bee, the Lo2d did 
bolt it out, ſending Nathan the Pꝛophet TE 
to him, who repꝛehẽded him ol his falt, Samt. 
then hee could crye, Peccatum meum uy © 
coram me eſt ſemper, My ſinne is al- 
waies in my ſight, J am aſhamed O Pal. fr. 
Loꝛd of that which Jhaue done. This 
map you ſe how oppoſife a thing inne 
is vnto honeſtie, that it bzingeth with 
it nothing elſe but confuſion and ſhame. 

Let vs now ſ&how it confrarteth 
the ſecond pꝛopertie of gadnes, which is 
p:ofite. How vnp2ofitablea thing ſinne 
is. . 
To ſpeake of the diſp2ofite that un 
bꝛingeth, ik J ſhould ſay ſo much as 
might be ſapd J ſhould neuer make an 
end, what greater diſp2ofite can it be to 


a man oz woman, the to loſe their ſoule 
£ier- 
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* eternally. In ſo much as our Sauiour 
Mat. 16. him ſelle ſaieth: What ſhall it pꝛofit a 
man to haue gapned the whole wozlde 
and after ſhall ſuſtaine the loſſe of his 
(oule? oz what exchaunge oz commuta- 
tion can a man make fo2his ſoul Shall 
I brefly diſcurre vato you; what loſſe 
ſin did bzing? Note firſt in the Aungels 
(1p them ſelues, who fo2 ſinne were depꝛi ; 
Senn. ned fo; euer from the viſion of God, and 
are now damned fo2 euermoze. 

Foz ſinne Adam and Eue were eryled 
Paradice, and al their poſteritie made 
ſubtect to death t miſerie. Fo2 ſinne the 
Gen. 7. Whole wozld was d2owned, 8. per ſons 

excepted. Foz ſinne Sodom and Go- 

mo2rha with other Cities there adia- 
Gen. 19. cent were conſumed and burnt by fire, 
and all the people periſhed. Foz ſinne 
I} the Childzen of Jſraell-were caried 
[18 2 Reg.r7. twiſe captiue, once vnder Salmanaſar 
| king of the Aſſtrians,and an other time 


| vnder Nabuchodonoſor king of Babi- 
| | 2 Reg. 25. lon, beſides a number other plagues 
11 and loſſes p came to them -thzough ſin. 
Feinallie ſinne bꝛought ſuch a loſſe vnto 
mankinde, as the raunſome therof was 

neuer 
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neuer able to be paied, but by the death 
and paſſion of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, the onely 
ſonne ol the liuing God, 
Let this at this time ſuffite fo2 the 
lofſe oꝛ diſpꝛolit that commeth vnto ma 
02 woman by ſinne. Perhaps this mat; 
ter o2 loſſe may be requited with the de- 
lite that ſinne bꝛingeth with it, and ſo 
great may be the delite y a man careth 
neither foꝛ honeſtie no2 pꝛoſit. Jf it bee 
ſo, then let vs conſider the delite that 
ſin b2ingeth a part, and ſe what is the 
pleaſure that ama receiueth in the co- 
mitting of ſinne. And that is the third 
pꝛoperty of godnes that J haue to ſpeak 
of, namely delite. And now ſhall pou ſee 
how oppoſite a thing ſin is vnto delite 
' allo. 

Sinne (as J ſaid) is a thing oppoſite 
vnto that part of god which is called 
delight, fo2 it is a moſt ſad and ſoꝛrow⸗ 
full euil full of griefe and penſiuenes. 
Sin is lo ſad and penſine a thing, that it 
doth not onely b2ing a man vnto eter - 
nall death, but it leaueth a man full of 
trouble and griefe alſo in this life. 

The iuſtice of God cannot ſuffer — 
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guilt of in to be vnpunithed. And ther- 
ſoze the Pꝛophet Teremie gaue vs to 
vnderſtand y euil of ſinne in this point, 
when he ſaid. Know thou, and ſ& how 
euill and bitter a thing it is to haue foꝛ⸗ 
ſaken the L oꝛd thy God. Fo2 beſides þ 
cternall and euerlaſting puniſhment 
which ercedeth al other puniſhmentes, 
and J haue no leiſure to {ad to diſcourſe 
vpon at this tune, J wil reckon vp four 
greate euils that if b2ingeth vnto a 
man oꝛ woman in this life, which no 
man what ſoeuer hee bee, can by any 

means auoid. 

The firſt is the ffting of a mans con- 
ſcience which hee hath pꝛicking within 
after he hath committed the ſinne. Df al 
other thinges how ſwete ſoeuer fin ſer- 
meth in the beginning, it hath the vileſt 
end, yea ſuch an ende, that it bzmngeth 
 tnanyamano2 woman vnto deſperati- 
on after they haue committed a wicked 
fact . Then a man hath ſacisfyed his fil- 
thy luſt, what lothſomnes doth he linde 
remaining in his ſoule and conſcience? 
a litter example J cannot gine vou, then 
Amon Dauids ſonne, who falling in 
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loue with his Siſter Thamar in ſuch 2 Sam. 13 
wiſe, as he almoſt periſhed fozlone and 
luſt, vet when be had accompliſhed his 
will and purpoſe, there remained ſuch a 
lothſomnes behind ol ſinne that he could 
neuer abide to loke vpon Thamar afters 
ward, And this J dare be bold to ſay, 
that there is no ſinner aliue, let him ber 
neuer ſo ſhameleſſe and impudent in 
his ſinne, let him face and bꝛaue it out 
with neuer ſo deſperate a minde, pet he 
can not ſo extinguiſh that touch of con- 
ſcience, but his ſoule at one time oꝛ o- 
ther ſhall finde the toꝛment of the ſame. 
The ſecondeuill that ſinne bzingeth 
to a man 02 woman to contrarie delite, 
is ſhame: ofthe which, foꝛ that J haue 
touched it alreadie, 3 wil ſpare to ſpeak 
anp moꝛe ol it, but come vnto the Text. 
The third euil that ſinne bꝛingeth in 
this life to contrarie delight, is feare of 
puniſhment , foz the ſlinfultman after 
bath committed anaughtie fact, he is 
and by afraid. Mee knoweth ther is 
a God aboue that wil reuenge all inne, 
and he is afeardof-Gods indgementes, 
and of ſodeine death This feare _ 
net 
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aàs Salomon ſaith, the wicked man hee 
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neth of inferiour Maͤgiſtrates that are 
adminiſters of Gods iuſtice. Fo2 if a 
Thefe after he haue committed a robe- 
rie be bzonght befoze a Juſtice to be ex- 
amined fozthwithhe feareth , and faul 
tereth in his ſpech + anſwers, & a quil- 
fieconſcience bew2ayeth it ſelfe, ſo thaf 
be that ſinneth is alwaycs fearful, and 


fleeth when no man perſecuteth him. 
In ſo much as ſinne is a continnall 
hangman that tozmenteth a mans con- 
ſcience where ſo euer he goeth. 

The fourth and laſt euill that ſinne 
bꝛingeth contrarie to delight, is a conti⸗ 
nuall combat and conflicte betweene 
reaſon and ſenſualitie. In ſo much as 
when lenſualitie entiſeth vs fo a thing 
that is naught, reaſon ſayth, do it not, 
ſenſualitie ſaith. do it. And ſuch a con; 


trarietp a man ſhal find in bim ſelf, that 


Job. 7. 20. 


oft times he is fozced to trie out, and ſay 
with Lob. Factus ſum mihimetipſi gra- 
uis, J am become troubleſonce vnto 
my ſelfe. 
Thus haue J made a bꝛiefe deſcrix 
tion of the vilenes and crwkednes or 
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inne, which ik if be lated fo the right 
rule of godnes that is honeſty, p2ofit, 
and delite ; You may ſ& how vile a 
thing it is, and far from all godnes, 
that hath in it neither honeſtie, p2ofit, 
noz delife. And depꝛiuing a man of all 
honeſtie, pꝛoflte, and delite, which is 
the greateſt god p may be, and cotei- 
ned in God himſelfe, from who fin ex⸗ 
cludeth vs. Alſo it cannot be but wee 
muſt neceſlarilie conclude , that ſin is 
the greateſt euil that may be and that 
there is no euill to be copared oz mat- 
ched with ſin. 

Thus hauing found ont the vilenes 
of the firſt euill, it reſteth that wes 
know: how the ſeconde euill map bee 
wozſe then this, foz that it is ſaid in 
pur text. The laft ſtate of that man is 
woꝛſe then the firſt. A man would 
thinke that the firſt is ſo bad as light- 
Iythere could be no wozſe: but how 
the laſt becommeth wozſe then the 
firſt, in few woꝛdes J ſhall ſhew. Ik 
. wereſpect ſin in his owne nature, it 
is alwaies euill x 5 cuil, as it can 
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not be woꝛſe. But if we reſpect it as 
it is renued in action, the moze an ill 
thing is renued, the woꝛſe ſtil it is. by 
reaſon of the ingratitude that remai⸗ 
neth in the offender. As fo2 example. 
A man committing a treſpaſſe once, 
he is pardoned ol his Paince, and af- 
ter comitteth the lame offence again 
in the ſame nature, both the offences 
in their o bon nature are bad, and nets 
ther wozſe then the other, hut in re⸗ 
ſpect of ſhe ingratitude of the offen⸗ 
ber, who being pardoned once, would 
not take herde the ſecond tune. And ſo 
fo:thofall other ſinnes that ſo ſhal be 
renewed, the moze thep are renewed 
the moꝛe hainons ther are by rcaſcn 
of the ingratitude. 

Now Where our Text ſapth, that 
the laſt ſtate of ſuch a one ſhall bee 
wonꝛſe then the firſt, J will Gew you 
bꝛieſlp alſo how $5 may be ment, and Þ 
is fo2 lh reſpects. irt in reſpect of 
the Deuil that tempteth a man to ſin, 
Secondly ta reſpec of the offender 
that committeth the inne. Thirdly 
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inreſpect of God that punicheth ſin. 
All theſe J ſhall make plaine by afas 


miliar example, And firſt in reſpect of 


the Deuil that tempfeth vnto ſinne. 


Z will ſhew you how the laſt enill is 


wozle then the firſt. Tanke the ex- 
- ampleofa Japlour that taketh a man 
to pꝛiſon, the man being committed 
but fo2 debt, o2 ſome ſuch other treſ⸗ 
paſſe, is indifferently wel vſed , and 
entreated in P;ziſon, he hath as much 
lihertie as the Pꝛiſon can ye&ld him, 
and as much fanour as the Jailour 
tan ſhew him: But if this Pꝛiſoner 
watching his opoꝛtunitie, do happen 
to bꝛeake fozth, and to make an ef 
cape, how doth the Japlour then rage 
and fume, and how doth he thꝛeaten 
and lap abeut him, ſaping that if euer 
he catch that Pꝛiſoner againe, hee 
will vſe him, and ſo fozth. So as you 
ſe, it ſtandeth the P2iſoner vppon 
that is ſo bzoken away, fo loke vnto 
himſeife, fo2 otherwiſe it had bin bet⸗ 
ter foꝛ him that hee had remained in 


Pꝛiſon ſtill, and made no elcape. J£ 
E com⸗ 
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commeth to paſſe that he is taken a- 
gaine , how is this poꝛe w2efch then 
vſed, hee is layed in Boltes , he is 
kept vnder locke and key, hee goeth 
not out of his chamber, he is continu- 
ally watched, you ſe& how his laſt im- 
pꝛiſonment is woꝛſe then the firſt, bs 
reaſon of the cruell vſage ofthe Jap- 
lour. Euen ſo it fareth with a ſin⸗ 
ner, who as long as he is in ſinne, is 
in the Deuils keping, and ſo long as 
he continueth in ſinne, the Deuil let⸗ 
teth him alone, doth not trouble him 
much but letteth him entoy the liber. 
tie of the Pꝛiſon, that is the pleaſures 
of this wozld, and ſuffreth him to goe 
from one to an other without contra- 
diction, But ik this ſinner chaunce at 
any time to be moned by grace to foz- 
lake ſinne, and the pleaſures of this 
woe ld, and to bzeake pꝛiſon, that is 
to gine the Deuill the (lippe, and 
meaneth to returne to p ſeruice of Al⸗ 
mightie God; it ſtandeth this man 
vppon to loke well vnto himſelfe. and 
to thinke that the Deuil hath a * 
nua 
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nuall eye vpon him, and if euer hee 
can catch him againe, and bꝛing him 
within the com paſſe of his Pꝛiſon, let 
him be aſſured he wil keepehim moze 
warelp the ſecond time, and remone 
from him al the occaſios that bꝛought 
him to godnes, and locke him vp faſt 
in a cloſe dungeon, where hee ſhall ſce 
nothing, and feele nothing but contt- 
nuall temptations and allurements 
vnto ſinne, and ſhall be ſo watched x 
guarded that he ſhal hardly make any 
eſcape againe. And thus vou ſ& how 
the ſecond eſtate of aſinner is wozie 
then the firſt, in reſpect ofthe Deuill 
by compariſon of a Jailour. 
The laſt eſtate of a Sinner is woꝛſe 
then the firſt alſo in reſpec of the ſyn⸗ 
ner himſelfe;\fo2 experiente and natu⸗ 
ral reaſon teacheth,that many actions 
do at the laſt come to bee an habit, and 
long cuſtome in anp thing doth alter 
nature, wherefoze that man oꝛ wo⸗ 
man that frequenteth much ſynning, 
in time can come to do nothing els, 
Ulee ſee by daily experience that a 
E iu Childe 
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Childe that hath bin vertuouſlte oz 
wel bꝛought vp when be commeth to 
peares, and beginneth to ſee the coꝛ⸗ 
ruptionsof the wol, go w at firſt not 
being experienced with the fülthines 

of ſinne, he accounteth it an abhomi- 
nable thing, but if after hee fall info 
ill companie, among whom ſynne is 
boldlie vſed, by litle and litle he may 
be dꝛawen to commit it once: If hee 
haue committed ſinne one time, hee 
wil be the moze eaſply d2aweil to the 
ſecond, and ſo to the third, and at laſt 
he wil be as bold in ſynne as the beſt, 
and as ſhameleſſe as the reſt. 

And thus you le how the laſt fate 
of a ſinner is wozſe then the firit, 
by reaſon of the nner himlelfe. 
Finallie the laſt Cate of a ſpnner is 
woꝛſe then the firlf in reſpect of God 
who punitheth ſynne . Foz the oꝛder 
of iuſtice requireth that the moꝛe gra- 
ces and benefits that a man receiueth 
at the Lo2dss handes, and the moze 
be conteneth and abuſeth them , that 


the moze ſeuere and greeuous ſhall be 
bis 
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his puniſhment, And therekoꝛe it tas 

deth euerie man and woman vpon to 
take heed that he receiuenot the grace 
of God in vaine. That we abnſe not 
Gods mercy by adding new ſinnes to 63 
our old. Foz as the Apoſtle ſapth, be: 
cauſe the Loꝛd is mercifull, patient x 

long ſuffering: ſhall wee thereſoze 
make this an occaſion of nne, God 

fo2bid . J denie not but in what ho- 

wer ſoener a ſinner ſhall repent and 

turne frõ his wicked wales , that the 

202d will receiuex take him to mer⸗ 

cie, if he repent indeede from his hart 

and haue a full purpoſe by the helpe x 
aſſiſtance of Gods grace to ſinne no 

moꝛe: the which purpoſe and infenti- 

on ifthe ſinner haue not, and when he 

hath it,vnleſſe he put in pzadcife, and 
execute it, his repentance is no repens 
tance, hee doth but dallpe and mocke 
with God Almightle , hee feareth 
not his iudgements, and there foꝛe 
he ſhall neuer be partaker of his mer- 
Tie. 

And thus ye ſ& how the laſt eſtate of 
E ty a

A fruitful Sermon, 


a flnner is wozſe then the firſt in refs 
pect of God himſelfe. The concluſion 
of the whole 1s this, 

So ſhalir bee with this wicked gene- 
ration, 

By the le woꝛdes we map perceine 
that our Sauiour Chꝛiſt ment that, Þ 
bath bin ſpoken, of the Scribes and 
Phariſes, who contemned and malig- 
ned hun foꝛ all his miracles and won⸗ 
ders that he wzought among them. 
Let vs (derly beloued) fo2 our pꝛofit 
and benefit apply them to our ſelues, 
and thinke that they are ſpoken vnto 
eacry one of vs here in particular: let 
vs not abuſe the graces and mercies 
that the Lo2d hath beſtowed among 
vs, as the Scribes and Phariſes did, 
leaſt accoꝛding to the example of the 
repoſteſled man, we be accounted a⸗ 
mong that wicked and peruerſe gene⸗ 
ration. 

If F ſhould reckon vnto pou the be⸗ 
nefites and graces wherwith p Lozd 
hath bleſſed our Countrie , and p a⸗ 
beue other nations, I ſhould hold pou 
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duer long. Df an infinit number fake 
a few, and beſides the common bene- 
fits note the particular, and ſo make 
and end. Me were al poſſeſſed with 
the Spirit of blindneſſe as all other 
natios who tempted vs to al vnclean- 
nes, to Jdolatrie and ſuperſtition, in 
as vile and as wicked maner as euer 
the Gentiles 02 Pagans were. 

It pleaſed the Lo2d to expell this 
ſpirite of darknes from vs, and to 
ſend vs the light of his Goſpel by the 
which hee hath illumined vs, that 
there is no nation at this day vnder 
heauen that hath it moze b2ight. Yee 
bath ſent vs beſides a moſt gratious 
Qutene and P2ince , vnder whoſe 
molt happie gouernment we haue li- 
ued theſe zo, yeares in great peace x 
tranquillitie moꝛe then any Ration 
round about vs: he hath mightily x 
miraculoufly defended. both her and 
vs from the inuaſion of our enemies 
that thought to haue ſwaliowed and 
deuoured vs bp quicke. What ſhall F 
ſay , what mercy hath henot ſhewed 
vs 
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vs, what wonders hath hee not 
wꝛought amõgſt vs. And pet behold, 
are we not become almoſt vnmindkul 
of theſe benelits: do we not abuſe theſe 
mercies ofalmighty god in pꝛomiſing 
vnto our ſelues peace 4 ſecuritie, and 
therebp remain in our foꝛmer ſinnes 
and wickednes? Bee our lines any 
thing amended, our manners and be- 
hauiours bettered, whereby the Lo2d 
may bee the moꝛe glozifiev, and our 
ſelues comfo2ted? I feare me no; How 
doth ſin abound pet amongſt vs? how 
doth euerie one walke after his owne 
wicked concupiſcence? Yow doth ſin 
ſhew herſelfe almoſt with vnconered 
face? If J ſhould enter into the par- 
ticulars, A ſhould amaze you . Peide 
aboundeth, lecherie ouerfloweth,coues 
touſnes rageth , and not in any ſmall 
vo2tion, but in ſummo gradu, in the 
bigheſt degree. Js it not to be feared, 
if it ſo continue, but 5ᷣ the vncleane 
ſpirit wil returne againe: and 5 it he 
come, do you not thinke that hee will 
bzing ſeauen wozle then himſelf, and 
| that 
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od fo2 our vnwoꝛthines wil permit 
him to make rectrace? So ſhould our 
end be moꝛſe than the beginning. So 
ſhould we haue p malediaid of 5 wic⸗ 
ked generation. That y w2ath of the 
Loꝛd may be aterfedfr6 vs,inthis 3 
can ſap no moꝛe, but repent t amend, 
fo: the day ofthe Loꝛd is at had. Fo2 
the which ß Lozd grit vs all grace to 
pꝛepare our ſelues to be in a redines. 
- But loꝛ as much as no man isable 
to make this pꝛeparation of himſelfe 
without the eſpeciall grace of God, let 
vs with humble and penitent hartes 
craue of our heauenly Father foz his 
Sonne our Sautour Jelts Chꝛiſt his 
ſake,that hee would vonchſafe of his 
infinite godnes and mercie fo fake 
from vs our ſtonie hartes, and put in- 
to vs fleſhp hartes, that map bee 
pliable vnto his holpe will, and ſo 
to be gouerned by his holie Spirite, 
that in al the aſauites of our enemie, 
he map haue no power ouer vs, but 
that by his power and might we map 
vanquich and ouercome him,. and that 
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map be ſo foꝛtifped, that no aduerll- 
tie put vs downe , no pꝛoſperite puffe 
bs vp, and that on euery ſide wee be- 
ing fenced by the Loꝛds moſt heauen⸗ 
ly p2ofection , Sathan that goeth a- 
bout like a roꝛing Lion ſeeking whom 
hee map denour, may make no reen⸗ 
try. Graunt this O heauenly Father 
fo2 thy deare ſonne Jelus Chꝛiſt his 
ſake, together with the holy ſpirite. 
To whom being ther Perſons in 
@rinitie and one in vnitie be all 

gloꝛie, pꝛaiſe, power | 

and dominid both 
now and e- 
uermoze.
